Avc you satsfied with Ray¬ 
mond as your home town? Are 
you proud to have your friends 
and relatives come from other 
towns to visit you and to take 
them ibout the town and show 
ii off ? We have H good town, 
but it could be a lot better and 
we could all do a great deal to 
make it better. \\ t are of the 
opinion that now, more than ev- 
e» before, with the conditions 
we are facing, it is our bounden 
dut\ as loyal citizens to do all 
wc can to improve and strength 
en the ties that bind us together 
as fellow townsmen. 

Suggestions have b-Jen made 
repeatedly for the improvement 
of the Town, some of them are 
acted upon, most of them are 
just let go by. Some of them 
are feasibl . many of them not. 
At the same time advancement 
ind progress sir uld be the goal 
of every chic organization and 
service club in the Town, and

In the immediate future we 
need a good (homage and sew- 
agesystem for th© town, wlr'cli 
must be pvctcUd by extensile 
mid costly improvements in our 
vater system.

Under our present system of 
taxation, and w e all feel we arc 


paying plenty, these improvem¬ 
ents will have to wait a long 
while, or else ho financed by de 
benture or governn^t borrow¬ 
ings. These thing* are alright 
but tlfe.v pass a burden onto 
the coming generations which 
is not always just, nor is it al¬ 
ways what that future general 
ion of taxpayers want. There 
are however two ways in which 
we might progress toward a 
sou It ion of some of our p* 
lems. We could do with more 
industries in our midst. A cream 
ery would furnish a couple of 
hundred families in the district 
with a small cash income each 
time thdy made a delivery of 
cream, and believe it or not 
these two and three dollar 
cream cheques Over yda.v or so, 
mount up fast and keep an aw¬ 
ful lot of charge it slips oil the 
store’s ledgers. Right now a lit¬ 
tle more rdady cash would In a 
great boon to our storekeepers 
who find it plenty tough to 
finance when so many custom 
ors ard saying ‘charge it please/ 
With the by products from the 
beet industry, the open range 
on the south and the river hot 
tom to tlu< west, this industry 
should find plenty of supporters 
here. We know tnat the income 
is not great, but it is steady, 
and the dollars that come >r 
when thdre is no other paying 
crop look mighty big. It would 
d 0 another thing, in keeping the 
youth busy, and right now wo 
have plenty of boys and girls 
spoiling for something to do. 
Districts which have creameries 
do appreciate them. 

Then too, were we to increase 
our loyaltv ti Raymond and irs 
business men it would help to 
improve tax collections, would 
put more people to work would 
mean more «md better houses 
and when good houses are built, 
modernized and maintained, sow 
age and drainage become a cry 
ing need and property owners 
will co-operate to the full to 
have this convenience. 

We have said frequently in 
these columns, and we repeat, 
that we have the finest potent¬ 
ial possibilities of almost any 


town in the West, and yet, 
because ol our “let George do it 
attitude” we watch shanties 
grow instead of substantial 
homes we wade through mud 
knee deep in stormy weather in 
stead of having good walks and 
culverts, and w e fume because 
of the lack of accomplishment 
civially in our town, and yet if 
wc would turn the full starch 
light of truth on ourselves, wo 
are possibly one of th e biggest 
reasons why things are as they 
are and why they stay as they 
are. 

We have a Hoard of Trade, 
most of ns pay our dues and for 
get about it and a few' men run 
it and are responsibe for the ac 
complishmdnts that ar© made. 
What a Board of Trade with a 
coupe of hundred active memb- 
tvs could accomplish can only be 
guessed at because we haw 
ei united enough to see it trie d 
out. We have a Rotary Club and 
most people think it is just a 
bunch that gather for a * 
time each Monday and spin 
yarn s while* they inhale their 
soup. While not as inclusive as 
the Board of Trade, the Rot¬ 
ary Club is an organization cap 
able of a great deal of effective 
work, and should include repres¬ 
entatives of every trade and 
business in the Town. Arc they 
there? They are not and they 
refuse to come. Why? You ans¬ 
wer. We think it is a lack of 
livic pride and interest. The 
Swimming Bool is a proof of 
what a Rotary Club can assist 
in accomplishing and there arc 
a dozen projects that could be 
achieved just as successfully ii 
we had that co-operation and 
community cohesion that spells 
success in community affairs. 

Most of us have lots of wish 
bone and little backbone, and 
we sigh and' say we wish wo 
had this and that, but *ve do 
nothing to obtain it. a few civ¬ 
ic martys can do quite a lot, 
but even such valuable charact 
ers get tired of working slop-: 
and soon lay down on the job.

Planting seed of vegetables 
such as peas, spinach, lettuce, 
etc. at weekly or fortnightly in¬ 
tervals is generally recognized 
as a satisfactory method for 
providing a continuous supply 
of greefri vegetables for home 
use during the summer months. 
However poor stands of plants 
due t 0 faulty germination are 
obtained quite frequently espec¬ 
ially when the seed i s sown dur 
ing hot weather. This i s true 
of good and viable seed as well 
as that of inferior quality seed 
Invariably it is found that much 
of the seed rot s without sprout 
ing. This rotting during hot 
weather has seriously interfe red 
with the periodic seeding axper 
iments at this Station in some 
seasons. As a result, it was dec 
ided to try to discover some 
method whereby this difficulty 
could be avoided. At first the 
attempts to improve thd germin 
ation of summer sown seed were 

the mand not sit by and expect 
someone else to do all the work 
and then let us in on the divid 
dnds. Things just don’t work 
that way and that is why a few 
have much and most of us have 
very little, and the little many 
of us do have is due to til© am¬ 
bition, eneJrg.v, thrift and self 
denial of the few, and even at 
that wo begrudge them what 
they havd and wish again wc 
had it when we are not in the 
least willing to pay the price. 

Watch the Stampede, and tho 
few who really work to put it 
on, Listen to the cryptic critic¬ 
ism of those who stand aside 
and refrain from co-operating 
and you will sue why Raymond 
is where she is and why she is 
apt to remain there.

rewarded with only moderate 
success. Soaking the seed / 

24 hours prior to seeding and 
irrigating immediately after it 
had been planted gave a 6b p.c. 
stand of plants. Similar results 
were obtained when the seed 
was planted dry, then irrigated 
and finally covered with p. mulch 
of grass clippings or rotter 1 
barnyard manure. 

Whil 0 these results were en¬ 
couraging it was felt that they 
could be improved still further. 
However, it was concluded from 
these results that it is also ncc 
essary to control temperature 
as well as moisture conditions 
so as to encourage more effic 
iont seed germination. 

It is well known that in early 
spring, particularly during cool 
weather, seed in general germin 
ates apidly and vigorously. Wit 
this fact in mind, it was thou 
ght that seed intended for hot 
weather planting should he sub 
jrcted first to cool conditions 
prior to seeding. Accordingly on 
several ocasions a quantity of 
seed w-as soaked in water for 
24 hours and then placed on ice

just begun to sprout. It wa . 
then planted and immediately 
irrigated. Th e results of this 
practice were outstanding. In 
most cases 95 p.c. of the planted 
seed germinated freely and vig¬ 
orously. 

Ice, which may be used for 
sprouting seed for hot weall 
plantings, may not b© available 
on all farms. However, any cool 
cellar should give fairly satis¬ 
factory results providing the 
seed is kept moist and is not 
permitted to become mouldy.
